It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1972 o 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  find  some  continuing  rise  in  the  natural  increase 
of  the  population o 

It  is  now  becoming  customary  but  essential  to  report  on  the  absence  of  any  death 
from  the  commoner  infectious  diseases  and  from  any  women  as  a result  of 
pregnancy^ 

It  is  equally  desirable  to  mention  from  time  to  time  that  the  district  record 
of  immunisation  protection  rates  has  not  only  been  sustained  but  improved 
during  the  yearo  This,  in  the  absence  of  illness  caused  by  infection,  can 
be  a difficult  state  of  affairs  to  maintain  and  yet  it  must  be  accepted  by 
the  many  who  happily  have  never  seen  these  diseases  that  such  would  not  be 
the  case  if  these  necessary  procedures  were  to  be  relaxedo  Air  travel 
nowadays  must  particularly  be  recognised  as  a way  in  which  importations  of 
infections  can  and  do  arise  if  passengers  of  all  ages  fail  to  take  advantage 
of  such  protective  measures  as  are  available  to  them  in  good  time  before  they 
make  their  departure o Especially  should  this  be  so  when  their  destination 
is  to  those  coimtries  which  one  has  become  accustomed  to  recognise  as 
productive  of  gastro-intestinal  upsetso 

The  development  of  FrimleyPark  District  General  Hospital  was  advanced  during 
the  year  and  several  informal  discussions  took  place  as  to  the  difficulties 
which  might  be  expected  to  arise  having  regard  to  the  fact  that  most  of  its 
patients  can  be  expected  to  come  from  Hampshireo  In  all  probability  the 
major  part  of  this  district  will  fall  to  the  catchment  area  of  this  hospital o 
It  is  to  be  hoped,  however,  that  such  arrangements  as  evolve  will  be 
sufficiently  flexible  as  to  allow  the  phtient,  with  the  doctor's  advice, 
some  choice  as  to  which  hospital  will  be  selected  shoxold  they  be  required  to 
attendo 


The  district  continues  to  be  well  served  by  the  services  available  for  the 
elderly  and  its  needs  are  continuously  reviewed  and  co-ordinated  by  the 
Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  whose  representation  of  voluntary  and  statutory 
interests  is  very  complete.  The  Day  Centre  in  Chobham  which  opened  in  the 
summer  of  1971  in  newly  built  Youth  Club  premises  was  well  attended  and 
capable  of  expanding  its  services  in  several  ways.  It  is  obviously  economic 
that  such  a building  should  be  allowed  to  serve  a variety  of  pxirposes  and  it 
is  hoped  that  Clinic  sessions  may  be  further  implemented  if  the  demand  is 
present. 

In  common  vath  many  districts  the  shortage  of  Chiropodists  was  responsible 
for  the  failure  to  maintain  this  very  necessary  provision  for  the  elderly. 

I would  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Davies  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
at  Guildford  for  all  her  invaluable  help  during  the  past  year. 

In  conclusion  may  I thank  the  Council  and  the  Clerk  and  all  Chief  Officers 
for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems  and  the  General 
Practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times.

It  was  found  necessary  under  the  above  Act  to  obtain  a Magistrate's  Order 
to  remove  an  elderly  woman  from  Chobham  to  a County  Council  Home  for  the 
Elderly  owing  to  the  fact  that  she  was  in  need  of  medical  care  and  attentions 
was  living  by  herself,  was  not  receiving  adequate  care  from  any  other  persono 
By  the  co-operation  of  all  concerned  this  was  achieved  effectively  and  smoothly, 
and  most  of  all  resulted  in  a marked  improvement  in  the  patient *s  physical 
and  mental  state.

The  Chest  Physician  is  in  attendance  at  St,  Peter's  Hospital,  Chertsey,  New 
cases  are  examined  there  and  if  confirmed  as  tuberculosis  the  homes  concerned 
are  visited  and  contacts  of  the  patients  are  invited  to  attend  for  further 
examination.  Clinical  and  X-ray  examination  of  these  contacts  are  carried  out 
and  arraiagements  are  made  for  tuberculin  testing  and  B.C.G,  vaccination,  if 
found  necessary. 
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BoCoG-o  Vaccination 


During  the  year  the  BoC.G.  vaccination  scheme  was  pursued  in  the  County 
Maintained  and  Independant  Schools  and  in  the  appropriate  age  group  39 
children  were  eligible  o About  84?o  of  parents  agi-eed  and  after  the 
preliminary  Heaf  skin  testing  was  completed,  it  was  found  that  all 
children  were  negative  and  therefore  in  need  of  vaccination.,  29 
vaccinations  consequently  were  given  to  children  during  their  thirteenth 
year,  and  to  3 children  over  the  age  of  13  years,  who  for  one  reason 
or  another  had  previously  missed  vaccination. 

Schools 

There  are  in  the  district  five  Primary,  three  First,  one  Middle,  one 
Secohdary  and  four  Independant  Schools,  It  is  customary  for  Head 
Teachers  of  Coimty  and  aided  Schools  to  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  of  absenses  from  schools  in  the  case  of  suspected  infectious 
disease.

Ten  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  from  these  two  supplies 
and  these  were  all  satisfactory o 

During  the  year  the  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company  connected  166  nev;  houses 
to  mains  v/ater  and  two  existing  houses  were  connectedo  A total  of  2023  yards 
of  mains  were  laid  during  1972 o The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  was  fairly 
constant  around,  the  0o2  mg/L  level  and  is  the  same  as  that  occurring  naturally 
in  the  River  Thames.. 

The  Woking  and  District  Water  Company  connected  2,  new  houses  to  mains  supply 
and  no  existing  properties  were  connectedo  Some  505  yards  of  4"  diameter 
water  main  were  laid,  but  no  trunk  mains  were  laido  The  natural  fluoride 
content  of  the  water  is  about  0o2  mg/L  and  no  additional  fluoride  is  addedo 

There  are  now  four  properties  in  the  District  which  are  not  connected  by  a

Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honoiir  to  present  my  ninth  Annual  Report  concerning  the 
environmental  health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  and  the  refuse 
collection,  refuse  disposal  and  cesspool  en^jtying  services  operated  by 
the  Department „ 

Whilst  the  valuable  work  of  routine  inspections  of  premises  continued, 
the  time  available  for  this  purpose  was  limited  as  a result  of  the 
continued  growth  of  the  District  and  the  consequent  calls  upon  our  time 
in  other  directionso  The  inspections  carried  out  of  food  premises, 
offices  and  shops,  factories  etc.,  whilst  in  some  instances  revealing 
matters  requiring  the  owners  attention,  did  in  general  reflect  satisfactory 
circumstances  to  be  existingo  In  a small  number  of  cases  visits  to  food 
premises  showed  no  proper  system  to  be  in  operation  with  regard  to  stock 
rotation,  and  the  importance  of  proper  stock  rotation  was  emphasised  to 
shopkeepers o It  is  expected  that  the  open  date  stamping  of  foodstuffs  will 
soon  become  obligatory  and  this  would  assist  materially  in  guarding  against 
the  sale  of  stale  and  in  some  cases  unsound  foodstuff So 

In  May  the  Department  of  the  Environment  sought  information  regarding 
the  current  condition  of  housing  stock  and  an  outline  of  strategy  with 
regard  to  slums  and  older  propertyd  A xun^rrehensive  surrey  of  the  older 
properties  throughout  the  District  was  carried  out  and,  whilst  this 
involved  a considerable  amount  of  time,  most  valxjable  information  was 
obtained  regarding  housing  conditions  within  the  Rural  District o 

We  were  fortunate  during  1972  in  having  no  staffing  difficulties  and 
I would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  members  of  the  staff  for 
their  loyalty  and  support  to  me  throughout  the  yearo 
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I would  also  wish-  to  record  ngr  appreciation  of  the  aoeisteuice  and 
co-operation- forthcoming  at  all  times  from  all  Members  and  Chief 
Officers  of  the  Council.

In  addition  to  the  disposal  of  refuse  from  the  rural  district,  the  agreement 
for  the  disposal  of  some  40  tons  of  refuse  per  week  from  Woking  Urban  District 
Council  area  was  continue do 

Regular  attention  was  given  to  rodent  coptrol  and  fly  infestation  on  the 
tip  and  at  no  time  were  there  any  serious  infestations,, 

Under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act,  196?  facilities  are  provided  for  the  disposal 
by  residents  of  the  district  of  refuse,  old  cars  etCo,  free  of  charge. 
Enquiries  were  made  to  establish  ownership  of  37  cars,  apparently  abandoned, 
resulting  in  the  removal  and  destruction  of  20  vehcileSo 
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CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 


One  vehicle  was  engaged  full  time  and  one  vehicle  part-time  in  this  service. 

The  number  of  requests  for  cesspool  enptying  received  during  the  year  was 
2,614,  involving  the  removal  of  3,437  loads  of  sewage.

Official  representations  were  submitted  in  respect  of  two  properties  and 
in  both  cases  Demolition  Orders  were  made©  Three  unfit  properties  were 
demolished  during  the  year  involving  the  displacement  of  two  families 
comprising  four  people « 


HOUSH'JG  SURVEY 

During  the  year  a survey  of  housing  stock  throughout  the  district  was 
carried  out  to  ascertain  accxarate  figures  of  the  percentage  of  housing 
in  need  of  repair  and  those  not  up  to  the  12  point  standard©  These  figures 
indicate  that  out  of  a total  of  6,815  dwellings  327  (including  217  tenanted 
properties)  are  substantially  below  improvement  grant  standards  and  some 
496  dwellings  are  in  need  of  varying  degrees  of  repair©  The  biggest  problem 
would  appear  to  be  the  properties  let  on  controlled  tenancies  and  occupied 
by  the  elderly  whos^re  reluctant  to  have  alterations  carried  out 
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Rehousing  Programme 


During  the  year  the  construction  of  27  Council  owned  houses  was  completed  and 
a further  8 houses  were  under  construction  at  the  year  end. 

Private  Enterprise  Building 

In  1972,  83  houses  were  erected  and  there  were  180  under  construction 
at  the  31st  December,  1972. 

Rent  Act,  1937 

There  were  no  applications  for  Certificate  of  Disrepair  during  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  applications  since  the  Act  came  into  operation  is  27. 

Movable  Dv/ellings 

There  are  no  permanent  caravan  sites  within  the  District, 

Site  licences  were  issued  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development 
Act  i960,  in  respect  of  11  sites  for  v/hich  temporary  Planning  Consent  had 
been  given. 

Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  37  Discretionary  Grants  and  3 Standard  Grants  were  approved. 

The  total  number  of  grants  made  by  the  Council  up  to  the  end  of  1972  was  467 
Discretionary  and  82  Standard  Grants. 

The  Council’s  policy  continues  to  be  one  of  encouraging  grant  applications, 
and  only  where  there  is  some  serious  objection,  is  an  application  refused.
